west Dairy Exposition and Minnesota State Fair this 

year was fully up to previous standards both as to 
numbers and quaiity. Minnesota exhibitors showing 
in larger number than ever before retained three of the 
four championships, allowing the Iowa invaders repre- 
sented by Forum Holstein Farms to take the fourth as 
well as evidencing the strength of their invasion by cap- 
turing premier breeder and premier exhibitor banners. 
This was a distinct triumph for the very excellent herd 
ownee ahd exhibited by H. O. Larsen of Dike, Iowa, 
who with the addition of representatives from Iowana 
Farms and Paul P. Stewart of Iowa made up the Iowa 
competition. J. D. McDonald of Wisconsin came from 
that state with his excellent show herd and placed con- 
sistently throughout the show in addition to annexing a 
few premier ribbons. 

Judge Axel Hansen of Savage, Minn., made the Femco 
Farms aged bull that has been winning consistently 
senior and grand champion although a large following 
was accorded to the three-year-old bull, Forum Patriarch, 
senior sire for Forum Holstein Farms and an easy win- 
ner in his class.

The tops in each class were representative of the 
general excellence of the show and while no sensational 
animals were uncovered the show proved very satisfac- 
tory to keen followers of good type. 

In the competition for aged bulls eleven were shown 
and F. E. Murphy’s son of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mer- 
cedes 14th had little difficulty in winning. The chief 
competitor was McDonald’s Sir Aaltje Dowager Segis, 
senior champion at the Minnesota Show last year.

Michigan Holstein Show a Success

HE Holstein show at Michigan State Fair this year 

was an improvement over last year’s show and pre- 

sented a very strong line of tops throughout. Over 
two hundred fifty head were on exhibition in addition to 
the Calf Club entries, these including 153 shown in the 
open classes and about one hundred head from the Michi- 
gan State Institutions, which, however, were not per- 
mitted to compete in the open classes. As last year, 
the Pabst Holstein Farms and Hargrove & Arnold show 
herds made the going rather rough for the Michigan 
cattle, but while these two herds won a majority of the 
blue ribbons offered, Michigan was able this year to keep 
both grand championships within her own borders. J. B. 
Jones, Romeo, Michigan, had the grand champiorm bull in 
Count Paul Calamity Veeman. This is the best two-year- 
old bull we have seen out this year, although there are a 
number of other good ones that we have not yet had an 
opportunity of seeing. This bull was second as a yearling 
at the National last year and has developed good sub- 
stance along with the style and quality so evident last 
year. This bull is a son of Count Paul Echo Posch, the 
Yates Farm herd sire, and was purchased by Mr. Jones 
from the Cornwall herd in Canada during the summer. 
Detroit Creamery Farms had the grand champion cow in 
Lady Boon Jewel Fayne, a 35-lb. cow purchased by them 
in the Grand Rapids National Sale. She is a daughter of 
King Hengerveld Palmyra Fayne and is a Michigan prod- 
uct throughout. She is a splendidly turned cow, strong 
yet refined, and with an especially good rump. She is 
showing dry, being due to freshen National Dairy Show 
week. 


Pabst had out an even better string than the one which 
made such a splendid showing last year, winning eight 
blues, five reds, and three third prizes, with a number of 
lesser placings. These include such important winnings 
as junior and reserve grand championship on a junior 
yearling son of Creator, this bull being a full brother of 
Pabst American Beauty; first in the dry two-year-olds; 
senior and junior yearling classes; first aged herd and 
yearling herd, first. and third. get of sire, and first, second 
and fourth produce of dam. Hargrove & Arnold had first 
prizes in the milking two-year-old and heifer calf classes, 
their heifer, Triune Papoose Piebe, a daughter of Triune 
Ormsby Piebe, that will shortly be backed by three genera- 
tions of 1,000-lb. dams on the dam’s side, going through 
to junior and reserve grand championship. This heifer is 
getting better as she goes along and Ray Arnold says she 
is the best heifer calf they have ever bred. That is a 
strong statement. They also had five seconds, three 
thirds, and five other placings. Four Michigan exhibitors 
broke into the first prize winning string, these being Lake- 
field Farms, Clarkston, who took first in the aged class on 
their senior herd sire, Count Veeman Segis Piebe, and 
first and reserve junior championship on their junior herd 
sire, Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes 34th. Their entries placed 





quite consistently through the whole show. J. F. Berk. 
heimer, of Lilliberk Farms, Homer, made his first showing 
at any state fair, taking first prize on a bull calf of his 
own breeding and also on a three-year-old daughter of Sir 
P. O. M. 37th . Detroit Creamery Farms, Mt. Clemens, in 
addition to the grand champion cow mentioned, had first 
prize calf herd and also placed well throughout the shoy, 
J. B. Jones’ sole blue was taken by his grand champion 
two-year-old, but this herd also had three seconds, giving 
him a larger number of first and second prizes than any 
other Michigan exhibitor. E. M. Bayne, of Romeo, was a 
contender in a number of the classes. Representative ex- 
hibits were also made by Calcite Farms, Roger City, 
Mich.; Red Rose Farm, Northville, Mich., and R. P. Ull- 
man, Manchester, Mich.

An Unusually Good Show at Indiana

array of black and white cattle on Tuesday, Septem- 

ber 7th, at Indianapolis. The show was practically 
as large as that of last year and about 180 head were 
shown. While possibly the Indiana Fair should be for 
Indianans, there is no doubt but that a great deal of in- 
spiration was brought to this state by the herds from 
neighboring and even distant states. The herds of 
Billiiwhack Farms of Ventura County, California; Carna- 
tion Milk Farms of Seattle, Washington, and the Minne- 
sota Holstein Company of Austin, Minnesota, were the 
winners of the greatest number of prizes. These herds 
had splendid exhibits of cattle and it should be the ambi- 
tion of Indiana breeders who show cattle, to so improve 
their line-ups thaf in the not distant future, the “home 
talent” can compete favorably with such outside herds. 

Other out of the state exhibitors were Carl E. Rudolph 
of Illinois, Rock River Farms, Illinois; A. H. Randolph, 
Illinois, and R. V. Rasmussen of Illinois. Eight breeders 
from Wisconsin who were entered did not make their 
appearance. Whether the competition was expected to 
be too keen or whether some other difficulty arose, was 
not known. Breeders who saw the Halbach two-year-old 
become grand champion at last year’s show, had looked 
forward to another visit from him this year. About twenty 
Indiana breeders had cattle in the barn, so while the 
quality and total number of the home bred cattle were 
somewhat lacking, a good number of state breeders 
showed at least a few animals. Indiana owned animals 
took considerably more of the open class prize money 
than that won by them last year. 

Professor H. H. Kildee of Iowa State College did the 
judging, and with few exceptions made placings that 
were very acceptable to the onlookers. In instances where 
the reasons for his decisions were not clear to those at 
the ringside, opportunity for closer observation by the 
latter would have shown why the ribbons went where 
they did. 

The aged bull class brought last week’s Wisconsin 
winner to the front. The Carnation Company’s Prince 
Cornucopia Tobe Pontiac, something rather new in a name 
for a Carnation bull, a four-year-old, looked the best to 
the judge. He is an attractive bull with a good front, 
straight top and good body. As an older bull he should 
Probably develop more size. There were some other 
good bulls among the remaining ten shown. 

In the two-year-old class, Tower Hill King, the un- 
beaten Rudolph bull, beat the Minnesota Holstein Com- 
Pany’s Sir Star Laura Segis, a better bodied bull, because 
of the latter’s badly made front legs and feet. 

Senior yearlings were led by a son of Prince Aaggie 
of Berylwood. Though handicapped by a head that lacked 
Masculinity, this bull had exceptional scale and body de-

velopment. His length, arch of rib, and depth were very 
unusual for a bull of this age. 

Sir Inka De Mar Wren Ormsby, a son of Sir Inka May 
and shown by the Minnesota Holstein Company topped 
the junior yearlings. He is a picture of his sire at a 
similar age and shows real quality and smoothness. 

Among the large number shown, there were ten really 
good animals in the bull calf class. Sons of Sir Bess 
Ormsby Fobes, Prince Aaggie of Berylwood, Sir Romeo 
Mildred Colantha and Sir Inka May stood very close to 
each other for the first places. Sir Inka Ormsby, another 
Sir Inka May son, finally landed at the top. He was a calf 
of fine type. 

In the male championships, the Carnation four-year- 
old easily won the senior and later the grand. It was a 
surprise to many however, when the Billiwhack son of 
Prince Aaggie was given the junior championship over the 
junior yearling son of Sir Inka May. The latter was a 
much smoother bull with a better head, but did show some 
lack in length and capacity of body. 

Twenty-one aged cows made up the mature class and 
most of them were good ones. The Billiwhack entry, 
Model Segis Prilly Gelsche, which took the blue ribbon, 
was a cow the like of which is seldom seen in the show 
ring. Great scale, great capacity of middle and an 
enormous mammory system, particularly the latter, made 
her look unmistakably like a utility animal. A produc- 
tion record of 31,840 lbs. of milk and 1,026 Ibs. of fat 
accompanying this appearance showed real indications of 
the type toward which the breed is striving. Rasmussen’s 
Colantha Hark Delaphene which stood second, was a very 
attractive cow and somewhat less covered with flesh than 
the first prize cow. Carnation’s Cascade Mary Mercedes 
in third place, had a good’: mammory system but seemed 
to lack middle and also carried a swollen knee. An un- 
balanced udder helped to keep Corwin Colantha Florence 
Ormsby, now owned by B. S. and S. H. Dragoo of Muncie 
and 1923’s All-American two-year-old, out of the money. 
Ivaloy Prilly Rose Hall, for many years Ohio’s grand 
champion stood 7th. ; 

Carnation and Billiwhack had the best three-year-olds. 
A daughter of Matador Segis Walker 6th beat the bigger 
cow of more capacity owned by Billiwhack, because of too 
much fleshing over the rump of the latter. 

The two-year-olds lacked the quality shown by the 
two preceding classes. The Minnesota Holstein Com- 
pany’s Miss Mechthilde Superior Segis in first place was 
faulty in the tail setting and rear udder development. 
Billiwhack’s Miss Papoose Piebe standing third, showed 
the best dairy temperament but was criticized for light 
heart girth. 

A daughter of May Walker Ollie Homestead lead the

REEDERS from six states brought out a very good 
B quality show at Maryland State Fair this year with 

one hundred thirty-nine entries. The outside ex- 
hibitors took a large share of the money; in fact, Moun- 
tain View Farms were the only Maryland outfit present 
in any numbers and they made a creditable showing on 
their herd sires and the youngsters of their breeding.

Baker, 
with four firsts, five seconds, two thirds and the junior 
champion female, made a very pleasing showing. The 
Ohio herds of Karl Nims, the Rieck Certified Dairy 
Farms, Pinery Farms, Paul McNish, etc., piloted by Karl 
Nims, were factors throughout the show, the Nims en- 
tries taking three first prizes, Rieck two firsts and a 
second, and McNish one first prize. H. E. Robertson 
and Brentwood Farm were the Pennsylvania representa- 
tives, Robertson taking one first, three seconds, and nine 
other prizes, while the Brentwood animals scored inside 
the money eight times. Overbrook Holstein Dairy also 
made a pleasing showing with two seconds and three 
thirds and seven other prizes, the winning of second 
prize dairy herd for this herd being especially pleasing. 
Ward Stevens judged iiere as at Syracuse and put up the 
same pair for grand championships, Count Paul Echo 
Posch, the Yates Farm senior herd sire, heading the male 
section, after a stern battle in class with the Rieck three- 
year-old, King Ona Jolie Fayne, and Faforit Pontiac 
Bcho, a 32-4b. four-year-old in the Yates herd, going 
through ,to another grand championship in the female 
division.

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THE SHOW SEASON 


E ARE now right in the midst of the show season. 

Quite a proportion of the state fair. shows are out 

of the way, and the big sectional and national 
shows are in the offing. 

We have put forth a strenuous effort to report the most 
important of these shows in detail for the information of 
our readers. We believe we are safe in saying that the 
1926 show season is bearing out its early promise of being 
one of the most interesting in the history of the Holstein- 
Friesian breed. 

There has been a world of quality in every one of the 
“big line’ shows and the numbers in many cases have 
passed all previous showings. Wisconsin, with over six 
hundred entries in the open classes, and a hundred Hol- 
stein Calf Club animals in addition, broke all previous 
marks for Holstein shows in this country, and it may be 
a mark to shoot at for years to come. Numbers, however, 
are not all-important, as it is very easy to have too many 
if the quality is low. Wisconsin had quality with quantity. 

In some cases, numbers have been down somewhat due 
to schedule conflicts, of which there were many this 
season. New York and Ohio State Fairs and the Central 
States Exposition seemed to be the worst sufferers from 
this condition. 


Merit Ribbons 


We have noticed very little reaction of an unfavorable 
nature from last year’s showing. The breeders were out 
in such great numbers and there were so many good cattle 
that had to go home from the shows last year without any 
tangible evidence or recognition of their quality that we 
feared the effect might be one of discouragement that 
would keep some exhibitors away from the shows this 
year. We have not observed a single show in the United 
States where this condition appeared to be a factor at all. 

It is only reasonable to suppose, however, that breeders 
are not going to keep coming to the shows year after year 
with their cattle when competition is so hot that they can 
neither win prize money enough to make a start on paying 
their expenses nor get other recognition that might be 
considered adequate compensation. 

There are two things which breeders seek primarily as 
a result of their show ring activities. These are an im- 
mediate cash return in premiums and the glory with its 
accompanying advertising benefits. Our National Associ- 
ation at very little trouble and expense could provide for 
a considerable extension of the “glory” side of the show 
game. This could be done by preparing appropriate rib- 
bons as awards for merit to be given to every animal of 
merit in our large shows in the discretion of the judge. 
In our big shows these past few years, there are usually 
several times as many highly creditable animals in the 
ring as there are cash prizes awarded. If the rest of those 
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good animals could receive the recognition of a rib 
from the Holstein-Friesian Association of America th 
owner would have something to show for his trouble a : 
expense and something that he would value. nd 
An Organization Job 
Many of our shows, particularly in the sections whe 

the growth of the dairy industry has been in compare 
tively recent years, offer very inadequate amounts of 
prize money for the dairy breeds, and make their Premium 
list for dairy cattle entirely out of proportion to the preg. 
ent importance of dairying in those states. Attention has 
been called to the fact that the Shorthorn breed alone gets 
as much money at the Iowa State Fair as all of the dair 
breeds combined. The Iowa Holstein-Friesian breeden 
are making a determined effort to get a more equitable 
adjustment. The same situation is found in many other 
states of the Middle West where beef cattle breeding was 
formerly the paramount live stock interest, and dairy 
cattle breeders in those states should start efforts right 
away to bring about appropriate changes in the premium 
list for another year. It is necessary to start early 
because most fair premium lists are made up during the 
winter months. Here is a worthwhile job for our state 
organizations. 


ANOTHER ANNOYANCE SUIT SMASHED 


UDGE WHEELER, of Buffalo, an official referee, hag 
J dismissed the complaint of George E. Stevenson ang 

others against the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America for holding meetings outside the State of New 
York, operating under the delegate system, etc., and the 
Association is entering judgment for costs of the suit, 
The questions raised by Stevenson and his attorney, G, g, 
Van Gorder, had largely been decided in favor of the Asso. 
ciation in earlier litigations in the Cabana series and it 
seemed quite evident that all of the Stevenson cases were 
brought for the primary purpose of annoying the Holsteip. 
Friesian Association of America and without any particy. 
lar expectation or hope of winning them. Judge Wheeler 
did exactly right in dismissing the complaint in this cage 
covering, as it did, questions that had been previously 
carried through to the Court of Appeals in New York State 
for final decision and which had, in every case, been de. 
cided favorably to the position of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America. We feel that our National Asso. 
ciation has been altogether too lenient in allowing these 
trouble makers who have been trying so hard to stir up 
secession and revolt in the Holstein ranks to remain on 
the books as members in good standing in the Holstein 
fraternity. 


A SHORTAGE OF BULLS 


OR OBSERVATION, which has covered considerable 
O txmitory during the past few weeks, is that there 

is an actual shortage of good young bulls on the 
market at present. A surprisingly large number of our 
larger breeders who have been carrying on consistent 
testing, showing and advertising programs, report that 
they are entirely sold out of serviceable bulls. They re 
port generally, also, that the sales have been made at 
prices considerably improved over those they have been 
obtaining for the past several years. 

This shortage of bulls is brought about by a number 
of factors. Not the least of these is the policy breeders 
have quite generally adopted during the past years of 
raising the bulls only from their best cows and vealing 
the rest. This voluntary selective registration, forced by 
economic circumstances, while causing hardship in some 
individual cases, really represents sound breeding policy. 
When the market was booming, far too many inferior 
bulls were finding places in breeding herds. 

Another factor in the bull shortage is the renewed in- 
terest in pure bred Holsteins that has been so evident dur- 
ing the past year. Breeders who were getiing along with 
any old bull are now encouraged to pay more money for 
something desirable. 

More Production Tests Needed 

The bull shortage is accentuated by the fact that near- 
ly everyone who is in the market for a bull is insisting 
upon proven production along with good type and accept 
able family lines. Thus the decline in the amount of test- 
ing during the past several years has contributed very 
largely to the shortage in good bulls of proven inheritance 
that are available. 

Going back seven years to 1919, Supt. Gardner’s report 
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r that year showed 8,623 short-time records and 724 
yearly records completed during that fiscal year. During 
the year just closed, there were 2,981 short-time records 
completed, or but a little over a third as many as were 
made seven years ago, while the number of long-time rec- 
ords had practically doubled, totalling 1,442. However, 
in spite of the fact that we are doing considerably more 
long-time testing than we were seven years ago, there 
has been a decline in the amount of long-time testing dur- 
ing the past several years, the year just closed showing a 
17% decrease from the preceding year. 

Breeders have been cutting down their testing pro- 
grams or discontinuing them altotgether during the past 
few years because they have found the cost out of pro- 
portion to the immediate returns. From present indica- 
tion, it seems evident to us that the time is here when 
preeders will find it profitable to resume testing on a 
larger scale. We are satisfied from our own observations 
that an expanded testing program will now return good 
dividends on the investment.

ONSIDERABLE interest was aroused at the New 
C rors State Fair this year by the 72-hour butterfat 

contest. This was open to all breeds and the award 
was based upon the amount of butterfat produced in the 
three days, the milking taking place every eight hours. 
The New York State Fair offered substantial cash prizes 
and Alasa Farms, breeders of Milking Shorthorns, offered 
a $1,000 silver trophy for perpetual competition. Milking 
Shorthorn breeders entered five cows in the test and there 
was one each for the Holstein, Guernsey and Ayrshire 
preeds. K. M. D. K. S. Colantha 517862, owned by Yates 
Farm, Orchard Park, New York, was the winner by a sub- 
stantial margin, producing 7.48 lbs. fat, 191 Ibs. milk in 
the three days, her nearest competitor being a Milking 
Shorthorn with 6.73 lbs. fat. The Milking Shorthorn cow 
was fresh and in full bloom for this particular event, while 
Colantha had been milking since February. That her per- 
formance was consistent is shown by the fact that last year, 
starting off with a 7-day record of 34.93 lbs. butter, and a 
30-day record of 145.06 lbs. butter, she made a yearly rec- 
ord of $35.03 Ibs. fat (1,168.79 lbs. butter), 22,907.5 Ibs. 
milk with an average test for the year of 4.08% fat. She 
was a money cow at New York State Fair in 1925 and 
placed seventh in the hot competition of this year. She 
is a daughter of King Maxie De Kol Segis out of a daugh- 
ter of Colantha Johanna Lad 8th. In the picture with her 
is shown the veteran breeder and show man, Frank 
White, who is out in charge of the Yates show herd this 
year and who milked and cared for Colantha during the 
test. The Alasa Farms cup appears also in the picture.

It was in October, 1916 that dairy 
farmers of this territory announced 
their intention to declare their inde- 

ndence and have a voice in the mar- 
keting of their products. Decision 
to observe the anniversary with fit- 
ting exercises was reached at the an- 
nual meeting of the league in Buffalo 
last June. ; ; 

The long series of sacrifices of 
1916 and prior thereto were shared in 
by dairymen generally of the terri- 
tory. While progress of the old Dairy- 
men’s League, Inc. ,was slow at the 
peginning, producers flocked to the 
standard when the real test came and 
membership contracts were signed by 
the thousands. That organization, 
which has since been replaced by the 
Cooperative Association, served well 
its purpose in its time and under the 
conditions then prevailing. 

From that memorable struggle of 
1916 all milk producers have derived 
penefits regardless of their affilia- 
tions. They have gained a new inde- 
pendence and greater prosperity. A 
yoice in determining the price to be 
paid for what they produce has been 
won by those who have gone along 
with organization and steadily and 
constantly cooperated. 

In planning the series of celebra- 
tions to commemorate the 1916 vic- 
tory it has been found fitting to urge 
all producers to take part. Therefore 
these meetings will be open to all. 
Complete programs have not yet been 
formulated for the meetings, but that 
to be held in Syracuse will probably 
be the largest. Producers from ten 
counties will meet there at a dinner 
meeting. Judge J. D. Miller, first 
vice-president of the Dairymen’s 
League Cooperative Association, Inc., 
will be the principal speaker. R. E. 
Van Cisé, head of the League’s pro- 
duction department, will also speak, 
and R. D. Cooper of Little Falls, 
former president of the League, will 
tell something of the early struggle. 

Another giant meeting will be held 
in Western New York to be partici- 
pated in by dairymen of several coun- 
ties. Other smaller meetings of a 
few counties or one county alone are 
also exvected to be held.

PEORIA, ILL., PRODUCERS AND 
DEALERS COOPERATING 


Peoria officially launched its 
farmer-dealer cooperative plan for 
milk marketing beginning September 
1st, according to A. D. Lynch, of the 
Illinois Agricultural Association who 
was instrumental in perfecting the 
plan following a study of eastern 
markets. 

The Peoria plan is being hailed as 
a new step in dairy marketing 
throughout the Middle West. It pro- 
vides for an arrangement between 
the Illinois Miik Producers’ Associa- 
tion, representing the dairymen about 
Peoria, and the milk dealers by which 
the consumers are assured a steady 
supply of quality milk and cream 
at a nominal price. The dairymen 
agree to furnish all the milk and 
cream necessary for the retail trade 
at a price mutually agreed upon, and 
any surplus beyond this amount will 
take a lower price based upon its 
value for making butter, cheese, and 
condensed products. 

Seven hundred and fifty dairymen 
in Peoria, Tazewell, and Woodford 
counties representing practically all 
the whole milk shippers in the entire 
district have joined the Illinois Milk 
Producers’ signing an agreement to 
abide by the decisions of their repre- 
sentatives. 

A. D. Lynch, dairy marketing ex- 
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pert of the I. A. A., has been em- 
ployed as manager to direct the 
affairs of the Association, and carry 
out the plan unanimously adopted by 
dealers and producers alike. 

By means of a check-off system, 
each producer will contribute five 
cents per 100 pounds of milk de- 
livered for administrative expenses. 
The service to members will include 
selling his milk at the best possible 
price, checking weights and tests, the 
development of a better quality milk, 
reduction of transportation costs, and 
advertising milk and dairy products 
on the Peoria market.—TIllinois Agri- 
culture Association.

among the two-year-old bulls. He is owned by J. D. Mc-

The junior yearlings were rather hard to balance be- 
cause they all had more or less faults from the show 
ring standpoint.

A new American Record for thirty 
days’ butter has been set by Daisy 
Aaggie Ormsby 3d _ at _ Lakefield 
Farms, Clarkston, Mich., according to 
a wire just received as we go to 
press. This gives her figures as 178.9 
Ibs. butter or close to half a pound 
above the former American Record of 
Hester Aaltje Korndyke, which has 
stood for a good many years. She 
is still gaining and cutting out com- 
paratively light days at the beginning 
of her test and her owners expect 
her to raise these figures materially. 
Her best seven-day record thus far 
is 45.85 lbs. butter from 788 lbs. milk, 
her average test running well above 
4.5 per cent and apparently getting a 
little higher all the time. An official 
card from Supt. Gardner, dated Sep- 
tember 8th, states that at that time 
she had 44.27 lbs. butter with 798.1 
Ibs. milk. ‘Two supervisors are in 
constant attendance, and Mr. Taylor, 
Supt. of Official Testing for Michigan, 
has also been present much of the 
time. Verification tests are described 
as highly satisfactory. 

Daisy Aaggie Ormsby 3d is the 
daughter of Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes 37th that broke the world’s 
record over all breeds for heifers 
under two years old with 1,088 Ibs. 
butter, came back as a senior three- 
year-old with 1,245 Ibs. and was re- 
cently reported with a third great 
vear record of 1,297.6 lbs. butter 
from 29,429.9 lbs. milk. She thus has 
three of the greatest year records 
ever made, besides having a seven- 
day record that is within a pound of 
the American Record and a thirty- 
day record that is the largest on the 
books of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America. We hope to have 
a later report and more details for 
publication next week.
